PUGILISM MADE LAWFUL, 


The decision handed down by the Supreme 
Court of'Louisiana has given a greater impetus 
to pugilism in New Orleans than anything that 
has happened since the craze was started 
against the sport overa yearago. This is the 
second time the Olympic Club has secured a 
favorable verdict, anditis said by those who 
know whereof they speak that the Attorney- 
General will not press thé case further. Of 
course, thé decision does not finally settle the 
vexed question, but it gives the club such 
vantage groundthat it is not thought that the 
question willagain be reopened. 

Judge Righter’s decision is avery able one, 
the perorafibn being especially strong. It is as 
follows; 

“I poate therefore, that the act entitled 
An act defining the crime of prize fighting and 
to provide fér the punishment thet and 
out of the State of Louisiana, is a piece of legis- 
lative fraud and mendacity. It neither defines 
the crime of prize fighting nor does it provid 
any penalty for the same which cannot be 
evaded by thé mockéry. of covering with 

glov-s the hands of the gladiators. On the 
whols, I find that a prize fight in Louisiana is 
a glove contest, and thata glove contest is a 
prize fight. 

“It logically follows that. there being no pro- 
hibition of glove contésts in this State, the 





same being legalized and encouraged under |' 


certain conditions which the prize fighter wit- 
tingly accepts, prize fighting is now what it 
never was before (the enactment of statute No, 
25, of 1890) a legitimate business, under the 
special protection of the law, while before the 
passage of that statute it would constitute the 
crime of assault and battery, and, in some 
cases of manslaughter,” 

Now that the Supreme Court of Louisiana 
has found that prize-fighting in that State is 

“a legitimate business under the special pro- 
tection of the law,” the followers of pugilism 
are beginning to pick New Orleans as the scene 
of the Corbett-Fitzsimmons contest, The 
strong probability that by a stroke of the pen 
the Chief Executive of Oklahoma may also le- 
galize prize-fighting has likewise had the effect 
of calling fresh attention to the great battle. 
People are beginning to realize that only a few 
short mont'is will pass before the two pugilists 
will come together in the ring, according to 
their agreement. 

It is curious to record that no one seems to 
consider Jacksonville in the hunt. The talk is 
all New Orleans and Oklahoma. There is a 
feeling that the State of Florida had its paunch 
filled with the Corbett-Mitchell affair.

‘Say, honey, don’t you want to pay my bill?’ asked 
one whom her companion addressed as Blanche.

Boston, Mass., March 18,—Steve O' Donnell, who is 
looked upon as the suceessor to Champion Corbett’s 
title when the latter decides to relinquish it, did not 
enhance bis expectations here to-night by falling to win 
a decisive victory over poor old Jake Kilrain. The 
young Australian did, however, outpoint the veteran 
and clearly deserved a decision in his favor, but Patay 
Shepard, the referee, in the face of a clamoring Kilrain 
constituency, lacked the nerve to award the honors to 
the man who, in the opinion of three-fourths of the 
spectators, bad honestly won it. He sought to please 
everybody by declaring the contest a draw, and in doing 
80 earned the derision of those who thoroughly appre- 
ciated the motive that actuated him. O'Donnell in no 
sense is entitled to rank asachampion. He proved to 
be an exceptionally clever boxer, able to put his 
gloves wherever he pleased upon his opponent’s face 
and body, but what advantage he had in this accom- 
plishment was lost in his inability to punch hard and 
effectively. He was in the very pink of condition, but 
withal he was deficient in punishing powers, 
and Jake Kilrain’s ability to stay with 
him through the eight rounds.of the contest can be at- 
tributed solely and alone to this. His constant jabbing 
in the veteran’s face disconcerted and unnerved the 
latter and caused him to leave openings that were vir 
tual invitations to O’ Donnell to knock him out, but the 
latter declined to make use of his right hand at times 
when a crisis was imminent, and allowed his opponent 
to recover without sustaining that damage which at 
the hands of Corbett or Fitzsimmons would have been 
disastrous to his chances. Kilrain gets the credit of a 
draw battle with his youthful antagonist, but withal 
he is a has been in every sense that the term implies. 

O'Donnell was first to enter the ring, accompanied 
by Billy Delaney, Ike Weir and Jim McCabe. O' Don- 
nell’s muscular form was enveloped in a huge blue 
blanket robe. His face wore a confident look and he 
smiled and bowed his acknowledgments. Kilrain was 
not long following .his doughty antagonist and as he 
took his seat in the corner, John L, Sullivan left his 
seat among the spectators and went around to Kilrain’s 
side of the stage so as to be ina position to act in an 
advisory capacity. He and his old rival shook hands 
warmly and the ex-champion whispered words often- 
couragement into Jake’s ears as the gloves were being 
adjusted upon his hands. Kilrain’s seconds were E. J. 
Gebhard, Tim McCarthy and Jim Phelan. When the 
two principals stood up to shake hands O' Donnell wore 
green loin trunks while Kilrain’s netber limbs were 
enclosed in dark blue knee tights. An enormous dis- 


parity in the sizes of the two men, Kilrain was fat and - 


weighed 220 pounds while O’ Donnell tipped the beam 
at 177 pounds, 

The first round was devoted to feeling each other. 
Kilrain was the first to break ground and got home a 
light tap on O’Donnell’s jaw. The latter returned itand 
after a tap or two the gong sounded. 

In the second round the real work began. Kilrain 
landed a hard right-hand punch on bis opponent's eye 
and caused it to grow red and swollen. Kilraln in de- 
livering a blow slipped and O’ Donnell nailed him as he 
gotup. Kilrain slipped down again and some hisses 
were heard. O’Dounell kept playing a tattoo on Kil- 
rain’s face and nose and the latter frequently clinched 
to avoid it. 

The third round was opened by, O Donnell landing a 
stiff punch full on Kilrain’s stomach which made him 
wince. Clever jabbing by O’ Donnell continued to worry 
Kilrain who tried to retaliate but landed very infre- 
quently. Onan average the Australian hit five blows 
light as they were, to Kilrain’s one. 

The men began tiring in the fifth round and Kilrain 
became the aggressor now and succeeded in evening 
matters up, but in the sixth round O’ Donnell recovered 
and landed some effective long-reaching tough blows 
upon his face and pody, Kilrain was so tired that he 
wobbled all over the ring. and if O’ Donnell) had bad any 
strength at all he could have finished him, but this he 
failed to do. Kilrain, encouraged by his success in 
standing up as long as he did, went in to do some slug- 
ging and caused his young opponent some distress, but 
in one of the exchanges in the sixth round he smashed 
Kilrain full on the nose cutting it across the 
bridge and causing the blood flow in a 
stream. The seventh round furnished a succession 
ot exchanges which were plainly in O’Donnell’s favor, 
but in the eighth round Kilrain recovered and appre- 
ciating the fact that he had to show some extraordinary 
ability to win, he did some effective leading but not 
enough to equalize matters and the gong sounded with 
little, if anything, ‘n his favor. Referee Shepard pon- 
dered long before deciding the contest a draw.

A short time ago an item was published stating that 
at an entertainment given by the Ladies’ Literary Club, 
several of the most prominent society women appeared 
in tights and that a dozen business men wearing bald- 
head wigs occupied the front row. That show has 
kicked up.the warmest kind ofa time in Otsego. The 
Methodist minister has combed down the ladies and 
their play, and the ladies have sasbayed right up to the 
front and have metaphorically scratched the preacher’s 

eyes out. 

To begin with, the ladies put upon the stage Long- 
fellow’s Spanish Student, in as good style, they say, as 
was possible. A certain minister did not like it a bit, 
so he climbed up into his pulpit and talked. Following 
is some of the steam which escaped: 

“The question which is agitating the people of Otsego 
is, did the Ladies’ Literary Club abuse the privileges of 
the stage in producing the Spanish Student? Let us 
state a hypothetical case. I make no representations 
as to the truthfulness of the evidence that shall sustain 
the hypothesis. 

“Suppose a Ladies’ Literary Club, some of them past 
50 years of age, some of them mothers, nearly all of 
them wives, and none of them under 20 years of age, 
readers of current literature and events of the day. 
Suppose such a literary club should select a play to give 
to the general public which had for its plot the selling 
of the virtue of woman. Suppose the characters in such 
@ play were male characters with one or two excep- 
tions.

Suppose before the play the 
question of the price of the amusement was taiked, and 
it was said by some of the players it did not make any 
difference whether it was a dollar or a dime, every man 
in town would see itanyway. Suppose before the play 
actreeses dressed in their costumes had pictures taken 
and exhibited them to the gentlemen, and suppose the 
gentlemen talked to others about them, and suppose 
these costumes were in keeping with those worn. 

“Suppose twelve men, all good men, but men of fumi- 
lies and some of whom have daughters, men who are 
associates and acquaintances of this supposed literary 
club, were to meet and for some reason decide that they 
would; disguise themselves as bald-headed men, and 
they would get the outfit of such old men and goin com- 
pany to such a place, and suppose that these were men 
who knew that the bald-headed row was the adjunct to 
a low down theatre; that they were not guiltless young 
fellows, but men of age and experience, and that had at 
least been ten miles from home. Suppose that these 
men knowing this did disguise themselves and go in 
and take seats along the front row. Suppose that some 
of the actresses should dress themselves in costumes 
and call gentlemen in off the streets to look at them. 
Suppose that after the play some of the actresses did 
write a notice to some of the newspapers of said per- 
formance, and charge that said business men represent- 
ing the bald-headed row came to the play as a rebuke to 
the ladies, what do you say was your honest, candid 
opinion as to the way the L. L. C. of this supposed place, 
at a supposed time, did of late to abuse the rights and 
privileges of the stage?” 

My, my! 

Didn't the ladies’ Literary Club get their mad up! 

Didn’t they! Well— 

Here is what they sent to the Kalamazoo Daily Tele- 
graph: 

“We, the Ladies’ Literary Club, have no desire to 
enter into a sensational controversy with any one re- 
garding the entertainment given on the evening of Feb. 
13. That we did to the best of our ability in appropriate 
costumes characterize and present to a large audience 
Longfellow’s Spanish Student is a glorious fact. We 
rejoice in its success, and feel an honest pride that from 
those capable of judging, and whose opinion is well 
worth appreciating we received the highest compli- 
ments. There is a class who do not know enough to 
judge of such literature or anything else which calls for 
refinement and good taste who generaly do the most 
talking. In this case that fact holds good. Whether 
our members are twenty or fifty years old more or less, 
we are old enough to know right from wrong; and have 
in our number those whose understanding of what is 

pure or impure is worth far more to us than the ver- 
dicts from the tongue of gossip set in motion by jealousy 
and misrepresentation ; and from sources where igno- 
rance is so apparent that, were it not out of courtesy to 
the public which has shown us such great favor, we 
would treat it with silent contempt. We deny that in 
the presentation of this instructive, beautiful little poem 
there was in the costumes worn, the characters repre- 
sented, or the language used, one hint of anything 
which would call forth one impure thought or vulgar 
word unless the one who thought or said it was a mass 
of moral curruption and came with thatintention.

deal with this question this be bis prayer—‘Create with- 
in me a clean heart, and renew within me a right spirit, 
O Lord? There are those who rather believe evil than 
good; they are vultures who feed on carrion- and grow 
fat on vermin; it gives a relish to their breakfast if the 
evening prayer discloses a disgusting scandal or filthy 
debanch, and such people like to have it understood that 
they are a committee to find out something wrong, and 
when they do not find it they are so disappointed they 
make more ado thanif they dle. This is exactly the 
case in the revilement and falsification of the Spanish 
Student. If the use ofthe stage is amusement and 
education, we aver that both were produced in this 
play. The amusement not trashy, silly, nonsensical 
jokes, but studied witticisms of the purest of American 
poets, and from beginning to end purity of character 
was plainly the teaching, and any man or woman 80 
dull in intellect as not to discern this is to be pitied. 
What is the use of the pulpit? We have been taught to

THE EXPERIENCE OF INNOCENCE.

I have talked with astatue! A statue of Innocence, 
although why it should be called Innocence may never 
be discovered. Innocent of clothing was 
the only sembh nee to an infantile quality 
I could see. . 


The statue isa stunning maiden, one of 
those ideal figures that just meets the re- 
quirements of art and the admiration of 
the spectator without changing a line or 
disturbing the amour propre of either, an 
ethereal figure with just enough of the 
material to stand out against a black vel- 
vet curtain in the most startling manner 
that ever human being was shown in 
public. 

The slave markets of the East have 
been pictured by clever artists as curios 
of nudity to Western civilization, the 
superb physique ofthe unhappy Albanian 
whois stood upon her platform for the 
inspection of purchasing Arabs has been 
brilliantly transferred to canvas by Bou- 
langer, and the picture received its re- 
ward in the Paris Salon fof three years 
ago, while the Parisian public half doubted 
that such beauty could be so exposed and 
wondered if that would ever be the next 
sensation for jaded France. 


But the doubted and the unexpected has 
reached New York before it has invaded 
the frivolous French capital. Slavery is 
no part of this display, but voluntary 
love of art, we may be permitted to call 
it, has tempted a beautifully created wo- 
man to take one step beyond the almost circumspect 
propriety of living pictures and display her graceful 
curves unsullied by even the slender protection of the 
conventional silken tights, 

She posed as Innocence the night I saw her, and she 
was clothed in a shining, scintillating veneer of golden 





bronze that merely changed the tone of her flesh with- - 


out intruding upon its contotrs. She was also Ariadne, 
Diana, La Source and a host of others that every one 
knows, that every one likes or dislikes. But Innocence 
was her final coup, and as Innocence I stood beside the 
gilded pedestal upon which she lightly put herself en 
evidence, when the concealing curtains fell before her 
and her maid, standing close by with a great wrap of 
Turkish toweling, concealed the statue beneath the 
Turkish folds, protécting her alike from the other 
artists awaiting their turn among the wings and from 
the chilly drafts that swept up from the stage entrance. 

Might I be permitted to accompany the statue to her 

dressing-room and learn from her own lips the sensa- 
tion of appearing in naturalibus puribus? There was 
one element lacking in this otherwise typical dressing- 
room; it was grease paint, cosmetic and carmine for the 
cheeks and lips. There wasbronze, nothing but bronze, 
and as the statue slowly permitted the Turkish wrap to 
drop from her shoulders she gave me the story of 
how it seems to become a classic figure in everything 
but age, 

“It does appear to be awful when you think of It, and 

I was quite reluctant to become one of them, but now I 
am @ real living bronze statue. Itis not nearly so bad 
as I thought it would be, but the process of becoming 
bronzed and then ofreturning to my natural condition 
isa trying one. Oh, the washing of it off is easy enough, 
butjthe putting of it on is a tedious proceeding, You see, 
the first thing that we do is to be thoroughly rubbed 
with a preparation that somewhat resembles vaseline, 
but is an invention of the manager of the company, to 
counteract the effect of the bronze that is put on me 
later. This ointment extends up into my hair at the 
back of my neck and at my forehead, and after it is 
evenly and thoroughly put over my entire figure, then 
my maid powders me with a fine golden bronze that is 
almost as delicate as face powder and is put on with a 
feather puff, and the surface is gone over repeatedly un- 
tilevery bit of flesh is concealed beneath this bronze layer 
Of course, it clings to the preparation of vaseline, and 
there you are. After the posingis completed a sponge 
flipped in hot water removes the bronze quickly and 
leaves me just as I wasbefore, for I have not noticed 
that it has any bad influence upon the skin—turns it 
darker or irritates itin any way. This is probably due 
to the presence of the,vaseline, and so, while we say the 
bronze is directly on the skin, it really is not, although 
| admit the vaseline preparation cannot be regarded as 
very much protection. The eyelids are bronzed, and 
also the eyelashes, and it is necessary to keep the eyes 
closed. Thus far I have been quite fortunate in not get- 
ting any of the stuff into my eyes, because I imagine it 
would be exceedingly annoying, as the powder is really 
metal, notwithstanding the exceeding fineness to which 
it is ground. 

“The tights that cover the form in living picutures, of 
course, conceal the muscles of the body, and merely 
show the outline’of the figure, but with this bronzing the 
‘nuseles are rather intensified, and become more prom- 
inent than they would, I think, were nothing whatever 
putover the skin. This you will notice more particu- 

arly in the male bodies, because the sinews of their 
arms and shoulders are very pronounced, and when one 
if them poses as the Gladiator, or whére Ajax is carry- 
ng Patroclus, the muscles are brought into play, and 
stand out like cords, much exaggerated by the bronze.

WHO IS THE CHAMPION NOW? 


—_> —— 


Since Judge Righter handed down the decision 
which virtually legalizes glove contesta in the State of Loujsiana, a 
general belief exists that New Orleans wil! be the only legitimate 
factor in the bidding for the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight. Granting 
this there are certain contitions in the articles of agreement which 
must be lived up to, and one of these is that unless a law is passed in 
Florida, probibiting glove contests, and the projectors of the club in 
Jacksonville which has offered a purse of $41,000 for the contest ful- 
fills its obligations, the two principals have no other alternative than 
to fight there. 

Just to what extent Florida will ultimately figure as the scene of 
the fight remains to be seen, but in the face of a decided pugilistic 
boom in Oklahoma, and New Orleans reopening its doors to the 
fraternity, Corbett's man of affairs, Billy Brady, confidently asserts 
that Jacksonville will be the spot, and this he tells with an impres- 
sive shrug of the shoulders, which seems to say: ‘I've got an ace 
under my cuff which justifies my opinion.”” Brady is not the sort of 
aman who bothers with superficial things. In anything which 
interests him he manages to get at all the ins and outs connected 
with it; and when he told me, as he did the other day, about certain 
legislative proceedings affecting pugilism, planned to be enacted dur- 
ing the term which begins in Florida on May 1, I am convinced that 
he has made it his business to “‘get the lay of the land,” so to speak, 
and knows more about the real condition of things than the whole 
box full of wiseacres, who pride themselves on being able to tip off a 
lot of things that they don’t know. 

Here is what Brady said after hearing of the decision which legai- 
izes glove fighting in New Orkcans: 

“That decision can in nowise affect the agreement between Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. They have subscribed to an arrangement 
and the detalis will be carried out to the letter, unless certain legis- 
lative proceedings in Florida nullify the conditions of the agreement. 
The people who are behind that club in Florida, have already placed 
$5,000 in the stakeholder's hands as a guarantee of their ability to 
pall off the contest. If they fail for any cause whatever, legislative 
or other, to fulfill their obligation, that money will revert to Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons in equal parts and a new agreement must be ef- 
fected, The Florida club has offered a purse of $41,000, and have 
agreed to give Corbett and Fitzsimmons each $1,000 on April 1 for 
training expenses. They will be prepared to say then whether they 
can pull off the fight or not, and until they do this, nothing definite 
about the scene of the contest can be told by anybody. In sub- 
stance, Corbett and Fitzsimmons have agreed to meet, the Florida 
club has offered a purse, the principals have accepted it, and there 
you are. Where does Oklahoma and New Orleans figure in the face 
of such definite plans.”’ 

Now let us view the matter from a Florida point of view. There is 
yet some question about the value of the boom which Jackronville 
enjoyed through {its connection with the Corbett-Mitchell affair. 
Some people claim that it brought an unlimited amount of notoriety 
to the State, and had a stimulating effect upon its industries, More 
conservative people say that the notoriety was an offensive kind, 
little calculated to elevate the moral tone of the community, and 
indicated rather a tendency to the belief that Florida was a State 
where the laws were elastic enough to permit of any wrong doing, 
where the gubernatorial power could be insulted and military 
strength defied with impunity. It is this last named element, which 
is planning now to have some very extraordinary laws goveruing 
fistic contests enacted at the forthcoming legislative session. They 
have already influenced the city council of Jacksonville to pass an 
ordinance making glove contests a misdemeanor, and with this for a 
precedent they will go into the Legislature on May 1 and demand the 
enactment of a measure to make it acrime to be connected with a 
fistic contest of any kind. It will necessitate a hard fight on the 
part of their opponents to stop the bill, and substitute one legalizing 
the game, but my informant who is well on the inside, is confident 
that things will come out all right. 

~~ 


In the event of Jacksonville pulling vat of 
the affair there is little choice between New Orleans and Oklahoma. 
The Crescent City has already become distinguished for its liberality 
in dealing with the exponents of the fistic art, and would, I fancy, 
raise the Florida bid by several thousand dollars. Oklahoma re- 
gards getting the proposed encounter in the light of a business propo- 
sition. The territory is young, the land boom has subsided, 
and something new is needed to recall its existence to intending 
settlers in the west. To be the scene of an international fight between 
the leading fistic heroes of the decade, would do an incalculable 
amount of good in the direction required, and looking at it from that 
standpoint I should not be surprised if Oklahoma became a bidder to 
the extent of $50,000 if the contest would be permitted. According 
to the recent action of the territorial legislature this is hardly likely, 
however. ~ 

Speaking of the failure of the Oklahoma Council to effect the pas- 
sage of a bill to legalize boxing, suggests the publication of an in- 
teresting letter received by Mr. Fox the other day which reads as 
follows: 

Gouruare, Ok., March 10, 1895. 

Sm: Pardon the liberty I take in addressing you, but we, of Ok- 
lahoma who believe in tiberal government, progression, enterprise, 
feel a new interest in you on account of your deep and abiding faith 
in athletic sports—duly legalized and properly regulated by law. 
Had the master-mind that conceived the athletic bill (recently as- 
sassinated by a maudlin sentimentality), acted sooner, or organized 
with financial backing, the bill would have been a law. But the 
peculiar environments, the lethargy in money, and the difficulty of 
enlisting those who would ‘‘go down in their own pockets’’ to buy the 
church-goers (fearful of some unseen powers) crippled us in the sen- 
ate, and we fell three short of a majority. Dick Plunkett, of Perry, 
went broke trying to save the bill. 

I think, under the law as now.on the Statutes, no penalty is at- 
tached to glove contest, ¢. ¢., the statute is silent on the question.

Last Thursday was very much like a recep- 
tion day at the Pouce Gazerrs office. The daily gathering of sports 
was largely increased when it became known that Jim Corbett and 
his manager, W. A. Brady, were to be present. The champion looked 
big, healthy and strong, and, as he himself said, ‘‘felt as fine as 
silk.”’ 

The prospect of fighting Fitzsimmons engrossed the attention of 
all present, and Corbett freely expressed the opinion that “‘Lanky 
Bob"' would be there at the appointed time to fulfill his part of the 
agreement, and that the remainder of the latter's stake would be 
ready when called foron May 1. Asked about what he thought of 
New Orleans as the probable scene of the battle, he reiterated what 





Brady said above, but added that if he had « preference it was for 
Jacksonville. 

“I don't say that I wouldn't be treated fairly in New Orleans, but 
to be piain about it, the people down there are acting in a peculiar 
way, favorable to Fitzsimmons, and I'd rather fight him somewhere 
else. 1 don’t hesitate to say that I goteverything that was coming 
to me when I fought Sullivan there, and my return visits in the ca- 
pacity of an actor have always been most satisfactory—from « 
box office standpolat—and that is the best gauge of a man’s popu- 
larity. 

“I am frank to say, however, that [ believe Jacksonville will be 
the scene of the fight. I am anxious to have the matter settled defin- 
itely, however, so that I may concentrate my mind on the fight, and 
make the necessary preparations that are incidental to commencing 
the harder work of real training. I don't think any date will be 
selected before Sept. 15, and that will give me quite a long holiday 
after my road season ends on May 4. Lintend going to San Frao- 
cisco on a visit in May, and will take my parents on a four weeks’ 
trip to Rurupe. All this will land me at home in ample time for the 
six weeks that I shall require to get in shape for the fight. 

“Will I fight again if I beat Fitzsimmons? No; I think the Ameri- 
can public will be satisfied with what I have done, and will be will- 
ing to have me retire in favor of another aspirant for the honors of 
champion. To tell the truth, I'm not stack on the business of punch- 
ing people, and have only been in it for the money there was is it. 
Ihave beaten the best men of the day, have acquired a fair sized 
amount of the ready; I am engaged in an ccoupation that is con- 
genial, and what more need I ask for. No; I think Fitzsimmons 
will be my last opponent.” 

While the above conversation was going on a youthful reporter of 
a decidedly verdant type, who had taken down with passable sccu- 
racy all that the champion had sald, keyed his courage up to ask 
Corbett if gloves or bare knuckles would be used in the fight. 

“Well, I'll tell you how that is,” said the champion taking the 
green youth aside, and whispering in the most confidential way, ‘‘the 
only hitch between Fits and I just now, is about these gloves. He 
insists that each glove shall contain s horse shoe, That is a per- 
fectly legitimate claim, and if he can get it in, it would place me at 
8 decided disadvantage. I'm willing to have a horse shoe in the left 
glove, but not in the right, because they say Fitz's right hand is 
deadly enough without any additional weight.” 

The young man's face bore s bewildered look as he turned toward 
& group of newspaper men, and asked them if they thoroughly under- 
stood about the horse shoes in the gloves. He was put right before 
he left the office, however. ; 
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It looked at one time as if fists and deadlier 
weapons might have to be resorted to before Bob Fitzsimmons and 
Capt. Glori, his ex-manager, could arrive at a quitting point, Sut I 
am happy to say thats crisis has been reached and « settlement 
effected in a manner satisfactory to both, as honorable men. For a 
long time the two had been at loggerheads. Fitssimmons alleged to 
be dissatisfied with Glori’s management, and the latter regarded his 
pugilistic star ip the light of an ingrate. They wronged themselves, 
and brought discontent and unhappiness to their associates; and the 
trouble had a depressing effect upon the money-getting qualities of 
the show with which both were connected. Under the circumstances, 
wisdom suggested the advisability of terminating a connection, 
both unpleasant and unprofitable. By an agreement signed by the 
antagonistic partners. Fitz, for the ‘consideration of so and so," 
purchases what the courts decided Glori Was legally entitled to. Now 
that Glori is out, Martin Julian steps in and takes hold of the mana- 
gerial lines, as well as taking « financial interest in the company. 
So in the future Martin will see that Fits's name is kept before the 
pablic and his business thoroughly looked after. Martin is a clever 
fellow, and will no doubt more than please Fits. 

I have it from good authority that « certain New Orleans book- 
maker has become interested in the Australian, and has agreed to 
find the remainder of the’$10,000 stake money for which Fits is to 
fight Corbett. There is yet $6,000 to be posted by May 1. Iam of 
the opinion that the bookmaker in question has a very close connec- 
tion with the Olympic Athletic Club, and the latter, anticipating 
the decision of the Louisiana courts legalizing glove contests, author- 
ized this certain man to become a factor in Fits’s affairs, in the 
hope of prejudicing the latter to favor New Orleans as the scene of 
the forthcoming battle. See Pe and a good one, in 
my opinion. —. 


“Prize fighting is now what it never was before, 
a legitimate business and a domestic industry, under the special 
protection of the law.''—Extract from the decision handed down by 
Judge Righter of the Supreme Court of Louisiana, in the case of the 
State ve. the Olympic Athletic Club, legalizing glove contests. 

According to this interpretation by a learned representative of the 
judiciary, the members of the boxing fraternity can justly dispute the 
aspersions which are so often flung at them. With legitimate oocu- 
pations to engage their separate and collective attentions, they will 
in future fill a niche —unique though it may be—in the professional 
, World, and acquire as much distinction and renown as their contem- 
” poraries in medicine, the law, letters and kindred pursuits. 

Cluck Connors’ head, they tell me, has developed to abnormal 
proportions since he read the flattering opinion rendered by Judge 
Righter and in a celebrative way, denounced mixed ale as a beverage 
and Chinatown bonifaces are at their wit's ends trying to get cham- 
pagne enough to supply the increased demand, the genial Chuck sets 
the pace for Lavelle's contingent of boxers. 

One Eyed Connolly, I hear, took offense at the learned judge for 
insinuating that boxing is an industry and declared impressively, 
that if fighting was looked upon as work, he'd never work another 
day in bis life, It’s hard to please everybody.

The lightweight championship question is 
now a most perplexing one considering the number of eligible claim- 
ants for the title. McAuliffe is still the recognized head of the light- 
weight division, but the question has long been a mooted one about 
his ability to get to weight, although he himself insists that he can, 
and he ought to be the best judge of his ability to do so. 

The eligible aspirants for the title number eight. They are Young 
Griffo, Joe Walcott, who says he can fight at 185 pounds, Kid La- 
vigne, Horace Leeds, Jack Everhardt, George Green (Young Corbett), 
whom Brady wants to match for $2,500, Charley MeKeever, of Phila- 
delphia, and Owen Zeigler. There are in addition a host of lesser 
lights, who claim to be in the class, but not top notchers. 

Matters were still further complicated the other day by Young 
Griffo's challenge as follows: 

“Having proved to the satisfaction of the sporting public my 
ability to cope favorably with all the pugilists in and out of my 
class, 1 now make known my desire to contest for the lightweight 
championship of America and the belt emblematic of that title. 

“There seems to be some misunderstanding as to the holder of the 
title. Ome Horace M. Leeds, who laid claim to it, met me a short 
time ago before the Seaside Athletic Club, and I settled all the 
doubts as to his claim. ’ 

“I now want to meet the champion, or rather the, holder of the 
championship belt, and contest for the same before the Seaside 
Athletic Club. 

“Come, now, let me hear from the champion, or rather the holder 
of the belt. I don’t propose to take partin any tournament to show 
that I am eligible, That I have proved, beyond any question of 
doubt. YOUNG GRIFFO.” 

Unfortunately for Griffo's aspirations to win a belt there is no 
lightweight trophy in competition. The ‘‘Richard K. Fox Police 
Gazette belt,"’ the only legitimate trophy in existence, is MoAuliffe’s 
personal property, he having won it three times under the conditions 
involved. 

Now, McAuliffe, with his customary grace and magnanimity, has 
agreed to put his belt up for a contest, with the understanding that 
the winner will fight him fo a finish in September. 

Kid Lavigne is looked upon as having the first claim upon Griffo's 
consideration, and will doubtless be the man selected to go him for 
the trophy and the title. Lavigne fought Griffo eight rounds in 
Chicage last year and virtually defeated him. The bout was de- 
clared a draw, to be sure, but it is a well-known fact that an agree- 
ment existed between the two men, that if both were on their feet at 
the expiration of the eight rounds, no decision was to be rendered. 


Reality Itself ! 
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This agreement certainly favored Griffo. Now Lavigne bobs up 
with an offer to meet the “Nipper” again, aod champion Corbett de- 
clares his willingness to furnish $10,000 for che Saginaw iad, or, if 
the Griffo people want a side bet. Somehow or other the Australian 
contingent doesn't regard the prospect of this match with any 
marked degree of favor, and the rival matchmakers are hamping 
themselves to nail the “feather” to an agreement. The matter 
ought to be{settied within a few days now. 
~~ 


Mysterious Billy Smith is evidently a man of 
variable moods and beliefs. A week ago, be declared that he wanted 
mo part of Joe Walcott again, and right atop of that be comes out 
with an acceptance, naming conditions that no matchmaker would 
agree to. He says: 

“Ip answer to Joe Walcott's proposal of terms upon which he will 
meet me again, I desire to state that I wonld not think of being s 
party to an agreement to meet him where he can get the award of 
the contest on a referee's decision, without winning on a knock-out. 
1 am not going to be done up by any referee's opinion. I am perfectly 
willing, however, that the man whocan whip me should have the 
credit and the money for doing it. I will match with him at 142 
pounds, weigh at noon, box at four weeks notice, 25 rounds, Capt. 
William Daly, Jr., of Boston, or Al Smith or Jere Dunn of New York 
to be referee, winner to take all of any purse or gate receipts, less 
$260 to loser, for training expenses. 

“The contest must be decided by a knock-out, and neither man to 
be decided a winner if there is police interference, or if at the end of 
25 rounds both men are on their feet, able and willing to continue, 
On equal conditions, in a neutral arena, where we can decide a 
winner and loser. I want finish contest, and that alone, to de- 
cide." 

Smith knows as well as any one that an unlimited-round contest 
in public is an impossibility; yet he does not say anything about a 
private fight to a finish, although such an arrangement would be ac- 
ceptable to Waloott. 

If Smith is really desirous of meeting Waloott he should be willing 
to box according to articles which governed contests between other 
boxers who had reputations equally as great as either himself or 
Walcott. There were none of the stipulations which he now wants 
in the articles which governed their last meeting, and the ring of 
sincerity is taken out of his challenge by the terms under which he 
wants the proposed contest decided. 

~ 


Billy Brady is anxious to arrange a contest 
between George Green, the lightweight champion pugilist of Cali- 
fornia, and Young Grifio for a purse and stake. Mr. Brady told me 
recently that he will match the Californian against the Australian 
either to a finish or for a limited number of rounds. ‘‘Green,” said 
Mr. Brady, ‘‘who is a pupil of Corbett, is one of the cleverest boxers 
of his weight in the country, and I believe he can defeat Griffo. If 
the Australian will agree to fight Green twenty-five rounds I will 
bet $1,000 that he does not defeat the Californian. Green will meet 
Griffo before any club the latter may name and with the smallest 
gloves allowed by law." 

It is quite probable that Griffo will accept Manager Brady's offer 
on behalf of Green, and that the contest will be arranged to take 
place at Coney Island in May.

Apropos of the above those two celebrated 
pugilistic impresari, Hugh Behan and Billy Brady, had a lively turn 
up in the Coleman House Cafe the other night, over the relative 
pugilistic qualities of Griffo and Young Corbett. It all came about 
in thisway. Brady approached Behan and proposed to match young 
Corbett against Griffo for $2,500 a side. Behan considered himself 
insulted by the proposition and did seme loud and profane talking 
about it. 

“Why, you're a pretty looking wiud-bag,”’ exclaimed Behan, ‘‘to 
come around here and blow about young Corbett fighting Griffo. If 
you meant Pompadour Jim I might talk to you, but young Corbett 
isn’t in the same class as my man.” 

Brady pulled out a check-book and offered to put up a check on 
the spot, and Behan, it is said, made an insulting remark to Brady. 
The two men clinched and a lively tussle ensued. The combatants 
had succeeded in knocking over a table and smashing half a dozen 
glasses, but not in doing each other much harm, when Billy Coyne, 
the special officer of the hotel, parted the belligerent managers. 
Brady is the better man of thejtwo, and it is claimed that if Coyne 
hadn't appeared when he did Behan would have suffered severely in 
the encounter.

She is better than Britan- 
nia on a broad reach, buton this point her superiority over the 
Prince of Wales’ cutter is not so marked, and the experts have as yet 
had no opportunity of seeing what she will do when running dead 
before the wind. She may, too, be expected to shape better later on, 
as ber sails have yet to stretch and fill t! e spars properly, while her 
runoing gear does not ‘go like silk"’ and her crew bave hardly 
settled inte their places.

Rowdyism in baseball has got to go. This sea- 
son the players will have all fines inflicted by the umpires to pay out 
of their own salaries. The League maguates have all signed the 
resolution, adopted at the recent meeting in New York, providing 
that managers will hereafter be restrained from paying the penalties 
for disorderiy conduct inflicted upon the members of their respective 
wams by the umpires.

Last year when 
Saratoga cut away from the Jockey Club, and was received with 
open arms into the ranks of the Western Turf Congress, it was clearly 
understood by all whe knew the racing situation at the springs that 
the new move was made in order that one, two, three betting and a 
foreign book, or betting om races run on other courses, might be 
hai. The foreign book is usually run by the association, and it is 
understood that in 1893, before the Jockey Club was in existence and 
legislated against such systems, that the Saratoga foreign book 
cleared $60 000 during the meeting of thirty days. Last year without 
the foreign book, the Saratoga Association made little money, and 
Waibaum and his associates fervently swore that they were through 
with the Jockey Club and would goto the Western Turf Congress 
with its more lax regulations and ask for recognition. At that time 
nobody foresaw the tidal wave of last election in New York State 
which tarned affairs topsy-turvy and the Saratoga Racing Association 
bow finds itself im this pesition: It is a member of a turf body which 
permits booking on foreign as well as the tracks where actual races 
¥ore being decided and recognizes one, two, three betting. Book

termination to oppose hostile and Puritanic legislation aimed at 
wholesome and legitimate sports, deserves the heartiest commenda- 
tien, says Broad Church, the well-known turf critic. Racing is one 
of the great national pastimes, and as distinctive sport, per se, is as 
exhilarating aad harmiess as baseball or cricket. The troudle is it 
is mere liable to abuse than other wholesome sports, and abuses 
there have been ; otherwise popular sentiment would not have in- 
sisted on repressive and hostile legislation here and there. While 
I am not sure that betting on the turf is any worse than Stock Ex- 
change gambling ‘corners’ on the turf are probably more frequent 
than other ‘oorners’ in the speculative line. 

Winter racing on frozen tracks, with its crueities and other repel- 
lant features, has probably dove more than anything eclise to invite 
hostile legislation, and unfortusately, such legislation does not stop 
at winter racing alone, but takes in the high class and high-toned 
sport If the Sporting League shall serve as a potent factor in 
aqueiching the abominations of winter racing in frozen climes, 
with other abuses as well, there will be no cause for intermeddling 
State legislation. 

It is unfortunately too true that a bad and vicious element follows 
in the wake of racing everywhere, and even the utmost vigilance 
cannot entirely keep them in check. This drunken, foul-mouthed 
and disorderly element has been the bane of the turf. giving it a bad 
Bame, and repelling the patronage of the well-behaved, the intelll- 
gent and refined. This class very nearly broke up racing in New 
Orleans a year ago, and they have rendered a helping hand in nearly 
breaking it up ia other States.

Football appears just now to be a doomed sport. 
It is being attacked from every side, and even the players themselves 
declare that if the game is to be saved it must be radically reformed. 
Meetings of college presidents have been held to formulate rules for 
tho modification of the sport; officers of the football associations 
both East and West have summoned the experts to appear before 
them, the press is making vigorous attacks, college faculties are de- 
nouncing the sport, and one of che Massachusetts legislators has pre- 
pared a bill calling for its complete abolition within that State. 
With such « multiplicity of foes it can hardly be expected that foot- 
ball will survive as it has been played by college and athietle teams 
for the last few years. The roughness or alleged brutality of football 
is by no means the only argument brought against it. Professional- 
ism, pugilism, rowdyism, and a lotof words of disagreeable sound 
are coming to be used in connection with the game. The notoriety 
the players enjoy during the football season, the great expense at- 
tached to training a team, the time the game takes from study, and 
the “prize fight spirit’ with which people go to see the great 
Thanksgiving games are all urged as reasons why the rules should 
be modified.
